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Disease Antidotes. 

The aroma of red cedar is fetal to 
house moths; the aroma of black wal- 
nut leaves is fatal to fleas. Itis a mat- 
ter of common observation that per- 
sons engaed in the business of making 
shingles from odoriferous cypress tim- 
ber in malarial districts are rarely if 
ever affected by malarial diseases, and 
that persons evgaged jn distilling turp- 
entine do not suffer either from mala- 
rial diseases or consumption. It is 
said that when cholera was epidemic 
in Memphis, Tenn., persons working 
in livery stables were exempt from it. 
It is affirmed that since the dest: uction 
of the clove trees on the Island of Ter- 
nate, the colony has suffered from epi- 
demics unknown before; and in tumes 
when chelera has prevailed in London 
and Paris, those employed in the per- 
fumery factories have escaped its 
ravages. 


The redaction of internal revenue and 
the taking off of revenue stamps from 
Proprietary Medicines, no doubt hus 
largely benefited the consumers, as well 
as relieving the burden of home manu- 
facturers.

Nearly Wrecked by Dynamite. 
New York, January 31. 

At 5 o’clock this afternoon the steam- 
ship Guyandotte sailed from her pier 
in this city for Norfolk. Vvhen off 
Long Branch an explosion occurred 
in the after part of the saloon, by 
which Captain Kelly and James Jus- 
tine were slightly injured. The ex- 
plosion is belived to have been from 
dynamite packed in a satchel that had 
been left in the closet-room. The 
steamer at once put about and arirved 
at her dock at 10:30 to-night. 

The Guyandotte left with a mixed 
cargo, though only partly loaded. 
She carried five saloon and 15 steerage 
passengers, with a crew of 42 persons. 
it was discover ed that a bole about 15 
feet square had been caused by the ex- 
plosion through the main aud burri- 
cane deck, and much damage had 
been done in the saloon and to the out- 
side joiner work on the main deck. 
The cabin was filled wiih splinter: of 
timber. The vessel was comparatively 
uninjured, but the Captain deemed 
her in no condition to continue the 
voyage, and he put back. 

A stranger was seen burry- 
ing fromthe closet where the exple- 
sion occurred afew moments before 
she sailed. He was about 35 Fears old, 
five feet nine inches high,and carried a 
satchel when first seen, but had none 
when he left the ship. Kelly will see 
no one to-night.

The recent London lawsuits, which 
resulted in the declaration that Mrs. 
Langtrv her husband a salary 
on condition that he does ‘“‘not molest 
her,” have occasioned widespread 
comment of a character the re- 
verse of complimentary tothat unfort- 
unate gentleman—the husband of a 
professional beauty. A gentleman 
well known in New York, and a 
member of several minent clubs, 
authorizes the publication of these 


He says: ‘‘Some two or three years 
ago Mr. Langtry came to America 
and refused, as will be remembered, 
to make any statement to the press 
of the reasons for his visit. During 
his stay in America he was for the 
greater part of the time my guest at 
my place in the country, and since 
his return we have kept up a corre- 
spondence at intervals. He talked 
with me very freely, and I feel at 
‘iberty under the present circumstan- 
ces to give publicity to the facts gath- 
ered from him. According to his 
story, the first discovery of Mrs. 
Langtry in the Island of Jersey was 
made by the Duke of Bedford. He 
was very much struck by her beauty 
and paid her a great deal of attention. 
At that time Mr. and Mrs. Langtry 
were living in affluent circumstances 
the life of a country gentleman and 
his wife on the income of his property, 
which amounted, he claims, to £45,- 
000, or nearly $250,000, 


“On his return to London from his 
visit the Prince of Wales heard so 
much from the Duke of the extraor- 
dinary beauty of Mrs. Langtry that 
he actually accompanied his Grace 
of Bedford to Jersey for the purpose 
of meeting the beauty. The heir 
apparent was as much pleased with 
Mrs. Langtry as the Duke, and 
the way the Prince introduced her 
into English society is an old story. 
When the inevitable financial crash 
came—for it was impossible for the 
Langtrys to hold their own very long 
on the comparatively small income 
they possessed in the most expensive 
soblely in the world—Mr,. Langtry, 
who had hitherto been a good tem- 
pered, unsuspicious spectator of his 
wife’s triumphs, insisted that they 
must retire from the world and live 
on the income of a government ap- 
pointment which he believed he 
could obtain. But to this the spoiled 
beauty would not listen fora moment, 
and then announced her intention of 
going on the stage. 

‘*Mr. Langtry informed her that if 
-he did so he would never live with 
her again under any circumstances. 
The rupture which then occurred 
was, in reality, final. She declared 
openly that the only man she ever 
cared for was Sir George Chetwynd ; 
that she did not care a snap of her 
finger whether Langtry lived with 
her or not, and ended by running off 
to the Continent with Chetwynd, 
where they traveled under an as- 
sumed name. 

‘‘Now for a man and woman as 
well known as they were to ong Me 
to conceal their identity was an ab- 
surdity; they were quickly recog- 
nized, and society in London knew 
of their escapade in less than a week. 
Naturally, when they returned to 
London the doors of society were 
closed, and for this reason and not 
because she went on the ay 1 

‘It was Mrs. Paget, the daughter 
of Mrs. Paran Stevens, who, knowing 
these facts, saw to it that Mrs. Lang- 
try’s introductions were ignored and 
that she was fot received in society 
in New York. Atthis time Mr. and 
Mrs. Langtry separated. His reason 
for not procuring a divorce at the 
time is said to be not that he ever 
intended to live with her again, but 
that, under the laws of Jersey, which 
was ceded by France to England on 
certain peculiar conditions, no such 
thing as a divorce is granted. At 
any rate, it was Mrs. Langtry who 
proposed to pay to Mr. Langtry a 
portion of her earnings on the stage, 
aot as a salary ‘not to molest her,’ 
but for the purpose of paying back in 
part, at least, the fortune she had 
squandered. After consulting his 
friends, Langtry agreed to permit her 
to do this. 

‘The agreement, however, hasnever 
been carried ou¥in.the way it was 
intended to have been performed. 
Mrs. Langtry then went on the stage, 
and her career since then is well 
known, but these facts will cast a 
light on some subsequent occurren- 
ces, which at the time seemed mys- 
terious.’”’—[Philadelphia Press.
